Armenians Freed From 
Turks Join Russians 


Russian dispatches state that the 


Russian line in Armenia is 


from 30 to 60 miles west of Erzerum. 
The Turkish unit remains intact, and 
the debris of the army in flight is be- 
ing massacred by the insurgent popu 
lation. All ablebodied Armenians who 
escaped from Turkish conscription 
‘have enlisted in the Russian army. 
Grand Duke Nicholas, it is reported, 
has now 50,000 Armenian volunteers 
under his command. The Russian 
embassy has received a‘dispatch stat- 
ing the Russians are advancing by 
forced marches to the conquest of 
Trebizond and Bitlis, on Lake Van. 
The same authority says the Turkish 
army in Armenia is isolated and un- 
able to receive succor. The Russians 
in pursuit encounter only fragmentary 
commands, which are surrendering 
without resistance, Information from 
Constantinople depicts the situation. 
No news-from Asia-Minor 
has been received for ten days. 

Agitation and revolt was the order

Popular feeling is crystauzing 
into a mandate to the govern- 
ment that all Germans must be 
dismissed -from positions of 
trust, and many people go so far 
as to say that every German now 
in Canada should be interned in 
prison camps or placed under 
stricter surveillance than at 
present. 


A CUNNING MOVE — 


The Teuton proclamation that 
their submarines will exercise a 
right to sink on sight all enemy 
merchant vessels which may be 
armed, is quite a cunning move. 
Then, if merchant vessels leave 
all defence guns at home, the 
Tueton submarines which get 
the chance will sink them any- 
way, though perhaps giving 
those on board a chance to es- 
cape with their lives. They 
claim this right anyway. The 
new proclamation simply aims 
to make all merechantmen go 
unarmed so as to be pedfectly 
safe prey. The best answer to 
it would be to arm all merchant 
vessels. A single gun would do. 
No German warships infest the 
ocean now except submayines 
and these are such fragile shells 
that they can’t risk anything of 
an‘ above-board fight.

Remove shelves 
and set ab once in boiling waterpkeep 
at boiling point 30 minutes, set in hot 
oven for an hour and tuen rub all over 
with a solution of formaldehyde, wipe 
dry and put it sun for several hours. 
Metal shelyes with heavy Coating of 
enamel! are safe and easily taken care 
of. Keeping all corners and sides, as 
well as dishes used, perfectly dry and 
clean; keeping the temperature of the 
box at a low degree and the air dry, 
will lessen the dager from bacteria.
